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Fear pervades epidemic 


AIDS patients suffer from public confusion

“Who is more foolish, the child afraid of the dark or the 
man afraid of the light’ Maurice Freehill 


Although the Mile High City had been trying 
desperately to lose its sleepy cowtown image, Denver 
police department almost certainly regarded the call for 
help that night as routine 
again 

A patro! car, once notified, struggled through streets 
thick with snow from a recent blizzard. On arrival, a 
policeman hurned into an apartment, surveyed the scene 


someone had been robbed 


and began quesuoning the victim. Soon after, that officer 
fled screaming into the freezing rocky mountain air. He 
was “afraid,” he said. The robbery victim had AIDS 

That incident occurred in 1983. Since then, Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome has been slowly branching 
out into Amenica’s heterosexual population, accompanied 
by heightening fear 

People with AIDS lose their jobs, are reyected by their 
families, refused medical insurance, demed the ughi & 
attend public schools and are preached to by religious 
fundamentalists who equate the sufferer’s pain and 
anguish with divine punishment for allegedly sinning 


against God 

The Rev. Louis P. Sheldon, chairman of the California 
coalition for Traditional Values and minister of thi 
non-denominational Trinity Church of Anaheim 
suggested that people with AIDS should voluntarily place 
themselves in newly created communities in isolation from 
the rest of the population. “Many people are afraid to 
come in contact with people who have AIDS.” he said 

Public reaction to fear from disease is nothing new to 
this country. Dorothy Petugrew, a CS US social science 
major, remembered how another epidemic once pricked 
the nerve ends of the American people ¢ ver 30 years ago 
I lived in Oklahoma City during the polio epidemic 
Children under 12 were not allowed to go to the theaters 
It was so fearful and so bad,” she said 

A cure was found for polio, there is still no cure for 
AIDS. Progress is being made, though 

Researchers at Harvard University hav: produced an 
AIDS-like disease in rhesus monkeys by injecting a virus 
into them that is related to the human AIDS: virus. More 
Startling, however, is the recent discovery by an Israeli 
doctor of a hormone that successfully blocked the AIDS 
virus in one patient. Due to the lack of Israelis with AIDS 
further tests will continue in Europe

Grad program one 
of a few in nation

The CSUS International Affairs 
graduate program is unique in that it 
1s One of only two dozen such pro 
grams across the Country, according 
to department Chair Richard Korn 
weibel 

Kornweibel said most universities 
Offering such a program are on the 
East Coast 

Phe local campus program, estab 
lished in 1969, is a fairly small! 
program with about 50 students 
registered for classes in any given 
year, he said. It is not well-known 
because it is not linked to an under- 
graduate department by the same 
name 


While nobody ts surprised to hear 
the English, economic or history 
departments have graduate programs, 
the International Affairs program 
which is primarily designed for 
students planning a career in govern- 
ment foreign service, international 
trade and business, economic devel- 
opment and international education, 
often comes as a surprise 

Kornweibel, former CSUS history 
department chair, said they have had 
students come io this campus for the 


program from France, Greece, Po- 
land, the People 5 Kepubbe of (hina, 
Malaysia, Nigeria, Jordan and the 
Maldive Islands (a small island nation 
in the Indian Ocean), among others 

Phere are also students currently 
enrolled on this campus from across 
the country and from the service 
academies as well 

‘This program doesn’t have fa- 
culty who are permanently attached 
to it,” Kornweibel said. “Faculty who 
teach in it or work in at are, in effect 
on loan from thew home depart 
ments 


itis a mulu-disciplinary program 
and there are faculty from several 
disciplines involved. He gave eco- 
nomics, government and history as 
examples 

Overseas study is also a part of the 
program, and there are six CSUS 
students currently enrolled in univer 
sities in England, Sweden and Brazil 
Kornweibel said students often link 
this program with the CSU system’s 
International Program 

Kornweibel said that their best 
form of advertisement for the pro- 
grar has been from their alumni. His

“Exchanges in any field are very important. We know 
them as people, not as ‘the enemy,’ ” said CSUS 
communication studies professor Barbara O'Connor, who 
has just returned from the Soviet Union 

O'Connor, one of 12 delegates from the California 
Association of Print and Broadcast Journalists, was part of 
an ongoing exchange of Soviet-American journalists. 
Selected and funded by various universities, foundations 
and companies, this delegation included Sacramento Bee 
publisher C.K. McClatchy and Tom Hoeber, publisher of 
California Journal. 

The purpose of their three-week, multi-city venue was 
to compare and contrast styles, values and biases as 
expressed through print and broadcast media. Said 
O'Connor, “We had the opportunity to critique each 
others’ coverage of U.S.-Soviet relations.” 

In Soviet society the press does not operate as it does in 
the United States. Mass media are a direci function of the 
Soviet government 

In meeting with high-level members of the Union of

Prof, studies | USSR journalism ; 
s| Soviets “anti-Reagan, not anti-American’

The Czar's Palace in Leningrad is one of the piaces 
Barbara O'Connor visited 


O'Connor learned that the Soviets are not allowed the 
freedom to criticize national or international governmen- 
tal policy 

“They claim to have 4 journalistic approach similar to 
ours bul we saw no cniucism in foreign affairs.” 

They do, however, have the power to criticize local, 
regional, and domestic policies 

‘The media is part of the policy-making function by 
airing party platforms, allowing citizens to make 
Suggestions, and organizing debates, though these debates 
deal strictly with economic affairs,’ commented 
O'Connor 

Soviet journalists have been granted “free reign” to 
criticize American foreign policy, which they do 
extensively. O'Connor emphasized that the Soviets are 
“anti-Reagan, not anti-American.” 

Soviet coverage of American people is quite favorable, 
and human interest-oriented, with stories about American 
farmers and “man-on-the-street” reports. During 
O'Connor's visit, VIERNA, the nation’s only television 
network, featured a special report on the American troops 
that heiped io save Leningrad during World War Il 

The Soviets subscribe to a “different journalistic

Call them Soviets, not Russians

“You insult the Soviets when 
you call them Russians,” said Ruth 
Hultgren, Sacramento Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze chairperson. “It's 
just like calling all Americans New 
Yorkers.” A common mistake 
made by Americans is to say “Rius- 
sia” when they really mean the 
Soviet Union. 

Tie Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics (USSR) is the world’s 
largest country. The USSR is

divided into 15 union republics, 
and the Russian Soviet Federated 
Socialist Republic (Russia) is the 
largest one. The 15 union repub- 
lics are based on ethnic groups of 
one million members or more. 
Various ethnic groups tend to live 


within their particular republic, 
just as the majority (83 percent) of 
the USSR’s Russians live in the 
Russian republic. Although there 
are over 90 distinct ethnic groups 
in the country, 52 percent of the 
total population is Great Russian 


Other ethnic groups include Slavs, 
Turks, Jews, Germans and Gyp- 

The numerous groups in the 
Soviet Union are mainly defined 
by language. Although Russian is 
the official language throughout 
the USSR, ethnic languages are 
the second official language within 
each respective republic. 

“There are at least 108 recog- 
nized languages in the Soviet 
Union,” said history Professor 
George Tokmakoff, who teaches a 
course in Russian history at CSUS

She feit at home in the independent Soviet State of 
Georgia, near the Black Sea in the southern part of the 
USSR. “It was beautiful and so very similar to California 

the wine was terrific.” 

From the association's hospitable reception in Moscow 
and throughout the trip, O'Connor discovered the Soviet 
people to be “delightful human beings. they are charming, 
warm and friendly people. We felt close to them despite 
our differences.” She found the youth to be optimistic 
“They came up (to us) to practice their English. Young 
people and the people in general are far more concerned 
about the waste of money and the potential for nuclear 
war than we are. They definitely want peace.” 


a§ it happens,” noted O’Connor 
Serial news coverage was one practice which the 
Soviets criticized in American journalism. They feel 
American journalists use biased adjectives and labels, such 
jas ‘the Communist regime’ in their articles, she said 
“One of their main complaints was that maybe 10 
percent of Western correspondents speak any Russian 
while they ase very fluent in English. The great language 
barner is very sad,” O'Connor noted 
O'Connor said, “They would have served us vodka in 
the restaurants but currently there is a ban on drunkenness 
and a Campaign against serving at official functions,” she 
idded 
Sightseeing afforded the opportunity to view historic 
and cultural sites. The National cemetery in Leningrad 
was especially fascinating to O'Connor. It is the site where

Activities. Uplinger advises people to bring children with 


serious symptoms to a doctor. These signs can include 
inability, fever, sieeplessness, a stiff neck and cold or flu 
symptoms that rapidly worsen. Children younger than 18 
months are the ones in the most danger because after that 
age they can receive a hemophilus influenza vaccine to 
prevent the H-flu which can lead to meningitis. 


The best reaction to a case of meningitis is to inform 
parents of young children and have them alert their 
doctors when possible exposure has occurred, said Dr 


Snively, director of the Student Health Center. Snively 
said the Child Care Center notified parents both years and 
that the incidents were isolated so further precautionary 
measures were unnecessary

Shadowfax is possibly the most 
well-known and popular of Wind- 
ham Hill artists, and deservedly so.
